(1.) Country-man. T was a Special Addre/s 

you gave us laft time, 
mm. Mafter;and hasClear’d 
the Point fully to me, what they mean by 
an Union with England. And how far they 
will ‘fuffer Us to Enjoy our Epifcopacy in 
England, when they can Help it, tho’ their 
Presbytery is Eftablifo’d to their Hearts con- 
tent in Scotland. This Explains what you 
told me before of the Addre/s of the Com- 
miffion of the General Affembly of the Kirk, 
if it needed Explanation. For they Plainly 
Declar’d againft the Parliament of England 
having Liberty to Secure the Church in En- 
gland in like manner as their Kirk had been 
og to them in Scotland. No, by no means, 
or ther was not the fame Reafon! Thefe 
are Good Men! And True to their Prin- 
ciples! 


(2.) They ftand it out ftill upon the Point 
of Toleration, againft which the Commiffion of 
the General Affembly did likewife Remonftrat, 
and call’d it Eftablifhing Iniqnity by a Law. 
(as you told me before) And this Addre/s 

. do’s Deteft and -Abbor it in Scotland; but 
is very Tender left their Friends fhou’d 
be Depriv’d of the Benefit of it in England. 
And give a good Reafon for their Fear, 
, Since (as they fay) st will no doubt be Pleaded, 
that the Diffenters in both Parts of the Nation 
foould be Equally dealt with. 


_ (3-) Rebearfal. O the Sincerity of thefe 
Pious men! Is Toleration the Ejtablifhing of 
Iniquity bya Law? And wou’d you liave this 


- Iniquity Eftablifh’d in England? \s it a Pious 


and Good thing there? And wou’d it Pro- 
mote the Caufe? And for the fame Reafon, 
is it Noaght and Abominable and an Utter Sin 
in Scotland? 


Come on ye Englifh Diffenters, let. your 


Sincerity too be Prov’d here a Little! what 
fay you to this Argument of your Dear Bre= 
thren in Scotland? Why fhou’d not the Dif- 
fentersin both Parts of the Nation be Equally 
dealt with ? Are you againft Equal Dealing? 
Your Brethren fay, this will no doubt be Plead- 
ed. No doubt it may be Pleaded. Whether it 
will or not I know not. And I as little 
know what Anfwer you can give toit. Un- 
lefs you will own the AZorto has been given 
you by them that know you, Jo do no Right, 
and take no Wrong. 

But after all, this Addrefs fays, They are 
not againft an Union! Can you tell what 
they mean? 


(4.) Country-m. Ay, they tell us what 
fort of Union they wou'd bé at, even as this 
Addrefs words it, an Union in the LORD, 
that is, as it Explains it felf, fuch as may be 
Confiftent with our SACRED COVENANT, 
to have Prelacy quite Extirpated in England, 
and their Solemn League and Covenant fent 
hither as it was Before! This is Plainly 
their Meaning, and as I am told they Pray 
for it Daily in their Churches, that is, for 
the Converfion of England {trom its Superftition 
and Idolatry ! 


(5.) And I have not forgot the Declara- 
tion you fhew’d me in Print a good while 
ago, which was fix’d up, at Noon Day, by 
7co men in Atms, upon the Market Crofs 
of Sanquhar a Royal Borough in Scotland, and 
Order’d to be Difperfed through the Nati- 
on, where in the Name of. all the True- 
Presbyterians in Scotland, they Renounce Anp 
Princefs af Denmark from being their Queen, 
and for this Reafon, becaufe fhe had Promis’d, 
upon her Acceflion to the Crown, to fu 

port and maintain the Church of England, 
as by Law Effablifhed. And they fay, That 
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England having been once a Covenanted 
Ksgdem, lies {till under the Obligation, and 
ought to Return to the Covenant again; 
And that they are Oblig’d never to Ceafe 
their Endeavours to. Promote it. This De- 
claration is given Us Verbatim in the Wolf- 
Stript. Appendix. Num. 2. 


(6.) Rehearf. 1 fuppofe you are now 
fatisfy’d as to the Inclinations of the Pres- 
byterians in Scotland, to let Us Quietly En- 
joy our Epifcopacy in England. The next 
thing was to fee how the Englifh Diffenters 
are Difpos’d as to’this Point. And for 
this we have very good Light given us in 
a Book lately Printed here 2t London, about 
3 Months ago, Intituled, The Diffenters Vin- 
dicated; or A fhort View of the Prefent State 
of the Proteftant Religion in Britan, &c. It 
is wrote by a Remarkable Agent of the 
Presbyterians in England, who has long been 
Employ’d by them as their Publick Vinds- 
cator here; which he ftill Continues: And 
he was fent down by them laft Winter 
into Scotland; to manage their Concerns 
as to the Uxien there; where he ftay’d a 
long time, and Performs the Part of their 
Vindicator to their Brethren in Scotland. 
For you muft know, That the Presbyterians 
in Scotland have great Sufpicion of the In- 
tegrity of the Presbyterians in England, be- 
caufe of their Occafional Conformity, and 
Trimming. And this Vindicator’s Work 
now is, to Clear the Englifh Presbyterians 
20 their Brethren in Scotland, and to fhew, 
(That they are as Fierce and Stiff againft 
Epifcopacy, as the moft Zealous in Scotland, 
And therefor fit to be Trufted by them; 
And that ther fhou’d be no Divifion a- 
mong them, in Carrying on their owe 
Intereft and Canfe. This is the Happy 
Union he is now a Labouring. 


(7.) You muft know likewife, That be- 
fides this Vindicator, the Presbyterians in En- 
gland fent down to Scotland fome of their 
Preachers, while the Union was before the 
Parliament there, to Concert matters with 
the Presbyterian Preachers there. The Vin- 
dicator makes ufe of their Authority and 
Attefiation to the Truth of what he fays, 
therefor I mention this here, that we may 
have his Proofs clear before us, without 
Interruption of Explaining them as we go, 
And now I will tell you what he fays. 


(8.) He fays, p. 27. “I have living 
*¢ Teftimony now in this Place, who have 
“* heard moft, if not All the Diffenting M- 
“< nifters of England that have been here, 
“ Declare in their own Names, and on Ac- 
** count of their Brethren in Eng/and, that 
“ it is the General Opinion of the Diffen- 
“ters in England, That if the Charch of 
<° England would Abate their whole Lytur- 
“© gy, Habits, Ceremomes, &c. Yet that 


“ Univerfally Profefs the fame thing in Bs 
“* gland. ' 


(9.) Countryem. This is Plain Dealing ig 
deed! This is what‘ you told us from the 
Beginning. You faid this was jn their 
Heart, and that their Oxt-Cry againft op, 
Lyturgy, Ceremonies, &c. was nothing bar 
to Catch the Poputace, and to have an Oc. 
cafion to Raile at our Church, and Repre. 
fent her as fo Un-Aercifull and Im-Mod,. 
rat, that fhe wou’d not Part witha 4,; 
of a Ceremony, or the leaft Indifferent thing 
to Reconcile all the Diffenters in the Kine. 
dom/ Bue you told us all along, Tha 
this was only a Grimace, and that vif qe 
fhou’d give up our whole Lyturgy, Habits, 
Ceremonies, &c. as was done ip. Scotland 
ever fince the Refforation, 1660, they wou'd 
be as far from Conforming here, as they 
were there; for that their Principles were 
the fame, and the Ground and Foundati- 
on of their Quarrel was~Epifcopacy. And 
now they have verify’d to a Tittle alf 
that you have faid. After all the Herd. 
words they have given you, for your want 
of Afoderation, and having fo Uncharitable 
an Opinion of the Diffenters, becaufe you 
faid OF them the fame Words that their 
Aadvocat now fays FOR them. 


(10.) Rebearf. And the fame Advocat 
who wrote The Diffenters Anfwer to the 
High-Church Challenge, as he Calls ite The 
Challenge was, That they wou'd name thofe 
Indifferent things, which, if Giyen up, they 
woud Conform and Heal the Schifm. And 
to do him Right, he did not’ fay they 
wou’d Conform if they were all Given up. 
Yet ftill he Clawa'd for not giving them 
up—— And bid us Zy, Try, and Give up 
This and That, how did we know what 
Good it might do! By which we fee his 
and their Defign, and their Sincerity! It 
was only to Laugh at us, to make us 
Difguft the true Members of the Church, 
but not gain the Diffenters.
